WASHINGTON, Nov.

In a message to the third nac 
tlonal conference on labor legisla- 
tion, President Rootjqvelt said to- 
day he believed "the country has 
this last week given a mandate 
In unmistakable terms to Its leg- 
islators and executives" to adopt 
needed labor legislation. 


The President said, he believed 
the mandate had directed tho legis- 
lators

throughout the nation and In ev- 
ery station are assured decent 
working conditions. Including safe 
and healthful places of work, ade« 
quate care and support when In- 
capacltod by reason of accident, 
Industrial disease, unemployment, 
or old ace;

working hours, adequate annual 
incomes, proper housing and elim- 
ination of child labor."

Mr. Roosevelt to 
"give serious 


consideration as to how these ob- 
jectives may be achieved and that 
when you return to your states 
you will assume the leadership in 
your communities for putting th« 
necessary legislation on tho sta- 
tute hooks. 


"I assure you that the federal 


government Is willing to do its 
part in making these standards ef- 
fective and in supplementing the 
efforts of tho states when prob- 
lems assume an interstate or a 
national character. 
"This coming year should be an 


outstanding one In the annals of 
labor legislation."

Judge Wil- 
kerson also held the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation to be 
a constitutional 
agency. 


The judge's decision was In fa- 


vor of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, which 
loaned 
the 


money to the "Dawes bank" in 
1932, 
and against more than 3,000 


Illinois citizens who held bank 
stock. 
They 
owned about $12,500,000 
worth of the stores, and today's 
ruling called upon them to pay 
dollar for dollar, under a section 
of the Illinois constitution put- 
ting a special liability on holders 
of bank stock. Special defenses 
have been asserted by some of 
the stockholders and if successful 
would cut down the total pay- 
ment. 


G-en. Charles G. Dawes, chair- 


man of the bank when the loan 
was negotiated, was 
a 
stock- 


holder and a nominal defendant 
in the case, but is not affected 
on his personal holdings. He held 
52 shares, and voluntarily paid 
up, before trial. The sum was 
$5,200. 
The $90,000,000 was loaned to 


the old Central Republic in the 
midst of the 1932 banking crisis, 
when it was feared that if the 
big Institution toppled it would 
shake the entire middle west. 
The RFC proceeded against the 


stockholders on Nov. 19, 
1934, 


after failing to obtain payment 
from the bank itself, which was

into receivership a month

No word, he had been strictly

But at the back of his head. 


Oldfield carried secret code in- 
structions—Imparted to him be- 
fore he left London, many weeks 
ago, by Frank H. King, chief of

—and In a matter of seconds the 
cable wires from London to New 
York crackled with the facts of 
one of the biggest news stories 
of the year, ahead of Oldfield's 
rival news gatherers.

Satisfied with the army's prog- 
ress toward modernization, General 
Craig In his annual report disclosed 
plans for creating a trained civil- 
Ian army through a five-year en- 
listment system in the regular army.

TO IMMUNIZATION IF 


ATTENTION GIVEN 


AUSTIN, Nov. 9.—(Spl.)—With 


sporadic cases of diphtheria being 
reported from various communi- 
ties in Texas, Dr. John W. Brown, 
state health 
officer, 
has 
issued 


another warning to citizens to be 
on guard. 
The Importance, 
the 


value, and 
the 
effectiveness of 


diphtheria Immunization of chil- 
dren, he said, is a well estab- 
lished fact to the medical profes- 
sion of today and it is possible 
to say, without reservation, that 
diphtheria Is a preventable dis- 
ease. 


"Since diphtheria 
immunization 


is now a procedure 
of 
proved 


value," 
Dr. 
Brown 
said, 
"it 


places the control of diphtheria 
in our hands, but the greatest ob- 
struction to elimination of diph- 
theria is delay." 


"Mass immunization In schools 


and clinics has demonstrated that 
the people of a community may 
control the number of cases of 
this preventable disease and that 
Immunization 
Is a 
simple 
and 


harmless procedure. However, tho 
fact that 134 cases of diphtheria 
were reported to the state health 
department for the month of Oc- 
tober, shows that diphtheria is on 
the increase. The first week of 
October showed 27 new cases re- 
ported to the state 
department, 


the second week showed 17, the 
third week 27, and the fourth or 
last week showed the 
alarming 


number of 63 new cases. 


"The fact that 
diphtheria 
is 


most dangerous to the very young 
children, makes Immunization not 
only a school problem but a pre- 
school problem. Parents who fall 
to observe a precaution 
which 


may prevent a fatal illness are 
taking a 
heavy 
responsibility. 


This immunizing agent Is abso- 
lutely safe to administer. 
There 


is only a slight local reaction, 
and practically no constitutional 
or troublesome after effects. 
It 
confers a life-time Immunity In 
the majority of cases. 


"It Is hoped that every com- 


munity, if it has not 
already 
done so, will commence to wage 
a campaign to have all pre-school 
and

COTTON FARMERS 
WARNED NOT GROW 
INCREASED ACREAGE 


COLLEGE STATION, Nov. 9.— 


(Spl.)—"In the face of a large 
world carry-over of cotton, it Is 
obvious that American 
cotton 


farmers may expect to encounter 
lowered prices if they greatly in- 
crease production In 1937," W. E. 
Morgan, Texas extension econom- 
ist, said In commenting on the 
outlook report from Washington, 
D. C., that the world supply of 
cotton is the largest in 
three. 


"The increase In world supply Is 
due to marked increase of pro- 
duction in Russia, 
Brazil, 
and 


China," he added. 


The tendency toward 
lowered 


prices, however, would be offset 
to some extent If 
the 
general 


price level continues to rise or if 
there is further Improvement In 
demand for the staple, Morgan 
said. An encouraging 
fact 
as 
part of the general outlook on 
cotton, he continued, Is that gov- 
ernment figures indicate .the cot- 
ton and supply situation Is fa- 
vorable to maintaining prices of 
cotton seed and cotton seed prod- 
ucts at higher levels this season 
than last. 


"A point worthy of considera- 


tion," Morgan said, "Is that Im- 
proved quality of Texas 
cotton 


would tend to strengthen the com- 
petitive position of American cot- 
ton and to make It more salable 
at home."
